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Abbotsford. The well-loved home of Sir Walter 
Scott. The mansion and ornamental grounds were 
his creation, and almost all the trees were planted 
by him. The house is pleasantly situated beside 
the River Tweed, three miles from Melrose, and 
contains many interesting relics of the poet, a 
valuable armoury of mediaeval weapons, and a 
very fine library. 
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
